WIND WREAKS A BIG LOSS 


Tornado Tears Through Towns 
and Villages. 


FIRE ADDS TO THE HORROR. 


Wholesale Destruction Leaves a Fear- 
ful Sight. 


. SCORES OF INJURED ARE DYING. 


Detroit, Mich., May 25.—[Special.J—A ter- 
rible cyclone by which probably over 100 
lives were lost and fully 100 persons injured 
more or less seriously swept over Oakland, 
Lapeer, and Macomb Counties this evening. 

The towns struck, so far. as meager tele- 
graphic and telephone communication can 
ascertain, are Ortonville, Thomas, Meta- 
mora, Mount Clemens, Oakwood, and St. 
Clair. 

The Town of Ortonville reports a list of 
dead that aggregates seventeen. 

The Towns of Thomas, Oakwood, and Or- 
tonville were wiped off the face of the earth. 

At Ortonville seventeen are killed. 

At Mount Clemens fully thirty people were 
injured, but only four seriously hurt. 

From Thomas, which was practically de- 
stroyed and Metamora, which was partly 
destroyed, no list of names has yet been ob- 
tained, and the prospects are that none will 
be before daylight.

The tornado first gave indications of its 
presencecabout 7 o’clock in the southeast 
portion of the State. It came up from the 
southwest in the shape of a black funnel- 
shaped cloud, and struck the earth near the 
Village of Ortonville in Oakland County. 

A farmhouse occupied by William Janes 
and his family of six was the first building 
struck. The house was lifted from its foun- 
dations and carried nearly ten rods, striking 
the earth a total wreck. Two children were 

4 and the rest of the family injured, but 

not seriously. i 

‘The storm practically demolished the 
Village of Ortonville, scarcely a building re- 
maining standing. 

The telegraph operator there is the only 
person found who could supply a consistent 
story, practically every other person in the 
village being either killed or injured. He 
says: 


“The cyclone struck here a few minutes 
after 7 o'clock. It was preceded by a 
terrific electrical storm, which shook the 
earth and made the town as light as day 
almost continuously. Fifteen minutes later 
with a terrific roar the black funnel-shaped 
cloud came sweeping along, overturning and 


. Carrying up into its wild embrace houses, 


barns, trees, sidowalks, and everything else 
in its track. 

“ Two streets in the village were swept as 
clean as though burned away by fire. 


Sickening Cries ‘of Wounded. 


“In the crash of falling buildings the cries 
of the wounded and moans of the dying were 
not heard, but when the storm had passed 


an awful desolation presented itself. There. 


Was not a house left standing, dead were 
lying in the streets, and not a single person 
was left unmaimed. I summoned aid from 
the neighboring Town of Southfield, and 
four doctors and a corps of rescuers were 
800n at work.’’ 

After passing through Ortonville the @pr- 
nado struck Thomas, a smal! station on the 
Detroit and Bay City division of the Mich- 
igan Central. Here the devastation was as 
complete as at Ortonville, and the havoc was 
60 great that it has so far been impossible 
to secure any of the names of the dead or 
injured.

DE RESZKE TALKS OF ABBEY FAILURE. 


Is a Heavy Creditor, but Denies Rumor 
That He aud_.Melba Are to Be- 
come Managers.

M. de Reszke 
also said Augustus Harris was making a 
bold attempt to secure the contract for the 
production of grand opera in New York next 
season. I saw Jean de Reszke tonight 
after the performance of “® Faust.” He 
said: ‘ 

“As to financial matters I prefer not to 
discuss them, but am qltite satisfied that I 
will get all I am entitled to. Melba, Calvé, 
my brother, and myself will return next 
season to America under Abbey and Grau, 
whose difficulties by then will surely be set- 
tled. I have not the slightest idea of tak- 
ing an interest in the management. Our 
relations with Mr. Abbey are still most 
cordial.”’ 


SIX PROFESSORS ARE DISMISSED. 


Board of Trustees of New England Con- 
servatory of Music Sustains Di- 
rector Carl Faelton. 


Boston, Mass., May 25.—[{Special.]—Trou- 
ble in the New England Conservatory of 
Music has led to the dismissal of six mem- 
bers of the faculty, to take effect next month. 
Those dismissed are Dr. Percy Goetschius, 
professor of harmony; Benjamin Cutler, 
professor of theory and violin: Charles Mc- 
Laughlin, professor of violin: John D. Buck- 
ingham, professor of piano; Frank E. Morse, 
professor of vocal ‘culture; and Henry Hart- 
man, professor of violin. 

The trustees, Richard H. Dana, Chairman, 
have found that these professors have been 
openly expressing dissatisfaction with Dr. 
Carl Faelton, the director of the conserva- 
tory, 

The trustees listened to the complaints 
against Mr. Faelton’s management some 
time ago, but found nothing to call for his 
removal, and supposed the trouble would 
cease, but it appears that twelve members of 
the faculty recently got together to brood 
over their troubles, real or imagined. Learn- 
ing of this meeting, the trustees decided to 
dispense with the services of the alleged 
ringleaders on the ground of fomenting trou- 
ble. 


REVENGE THOUGHT TO BE THE MOTIYE. 


Facts Regarding Charles Sherard 
Leach, Who, with His Wife and 
Child, Was Murdered.

| London, May 25.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.)—Charles Sherard 
Leach, who was murdered with his wife and 
little boy at Spix, Tunis, May 6, was the son 
of Surgeon-Major Leach, head of the Indian 
Medical Service. He was born at Rangoon 
in 1860 and studied medicine in Edinburg. 
He held the surgeonship of the Clan line of 
steamers and was afterwards at the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital in Birmingham. 

Subsequently he went to America to study 
medical mission work. He engaged in 
American mission. work in 1889. His wife 
was a Rothesay woman. Directly after 
marriage they went to do mission work in 
Tunis. He and his wife and boy were killed 
May 6.° An 18-month-old girl was not 
harmed. 

No motive for the crime is known, except 
personal revenge, as Dr. Leach was popular. 
The deed was committed by natives, whose 
leader was probably the gardener, Moktarel 
Trabelsi, who, with two others, were ar- 
rested on,demand of the British Consul.

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PINIONED, TIED T0 A BED, AND ROBBED. 


Mrs. Mattie Davis Compelled by Two 
Thieves to Tell Where Her 
Money Is Hidden. 


While hundreds of people were passing on 
the streets below Mrs. Mattie Davis, who 
conducts a rooming-house in the first and 
second flats of No. 157 Ogden avenue, was 
yesterday afternoon seized by two robbers 
who bound her to the bed and by threats 
compelled her to tell them where she con- 
cealed her money, amounting to $80, 

Not until several hours after the departure 
of the desperadoes was she able to give the 
alarm and secure the aid of the police. She 
gave accurate descriptions of the men, and 
one of them, who gave the name of James 
Lynch Jr., was arrested. He was brought 
before the woman, and, it is said, was fully 
identified. The other is known to have been 
in the employ of Sames Herey, who conducts 
a Van Buren street saloon. 

Mrs. Davis was in her room alone when she 
heard a knock. When she answered the 
summons one of the robbers pushed open the 
door and grabbed the woman by the thoat. 
The other assailant pinioned her arms from 
behind. 

The two thieves then bound her hands be- 
hind her back. Her feet were also securely 
tied together. A rope was then secured and 
the two men made her fast to the bed. 

One of the men then commanded her to 
tell where her money was concealed. When 
pore Pie them she had none one of them 
said: 

“ Don’t you try to lie to us; we know you . 
have money in the house.” 

After repeated denials by Mrs. Davis one 
of the men raised his hand to strike her. 
She weakened and tvld them all the money 
she had was in the drawer of her dressing 
case. AS soon as they had secured the roll 
of bills they hurried out of the room, leav- 
ing their victim fastened to the bed. 

She finally succeeded in breaking the fas- 

tenings, crawled to the door, and screamed 
for help. 
. The experience of Mrs. Davis is the sec- 
ond of the kind since she has conducted the 
West Side rooming-house. Eighteen months 
ago she was assaulted by two men. On this 
occasion she was bound to the bed and her 
feet and hands bound together, but she 
rolled down the stairway to the sidewalk and 
Summoned aid.

Edison and Norwood Parks Bear Brunt 
of the Storm. 


DISASTERS IN SMALLER TOWNS,

Not for many years has Chicago and its 


suburbs been visited by a storm so fierce in 


the devastating elements of wind and water 


as that which broke early yesterday morn- 
ing. 


Rain fell in torrents, and the wind grew 
from a gale into. a tornado, wrecking 
nearly everything {it reached. Houses were 
leveled in nearly a dozen suburbs in the 
northwestern part of the city. - 

Around Edison Park, on the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad, the effects of the 
storm were particularly disastrous. It swept 
settlement 
near Edison Park, picking up residences and 
outbuildings, crushing them to kindling 


wood by the force of its awful grasp, and 


scattering them far and wide. Others the 
fierce wind slewed and canted in all imag- 
inable positions, leaving the once prett? 
town a study for a distorted perspective, 
such as Hogarth used to draw. 

All around Edison and Norwood Parks 
great trees were pulled up by the roots or 
twisted off as.though some giant had been 
wreaking an awful wrath. Fences were 
leveled in all directions, sidewalks torn 
from their resting places and scattered 
through suburbs and over farms and fields. 


No Lives Lost. 


No human sacrifices were called for by the 
angered elements, but the: property. loss 
will mount almost to a million. 

Starting from a point a mile southwest of 
Edison Park the tornado swept with terrific 
force through that suburb, touching Nor- 
wood Park with almost as heavy a hand. 
Two churches were demolished at this point. 

It then jumped to Irving Park, and then 


across country to Niles, Ravenswood, Sum- — 


merdale, and Rosehill, but before reaching 
these places it had spent its force. 

During the hour at which the storm was 
at its height the thunder and lightning were 
appalling in their volume of sound and brill- 
iancy, the flood attending these electrical 
conditions making rivers out of streets and 
flooding basements in all parts of the city.

BIRTHPLACE OF THE LOCAL STORM. 


Canfield-on-the-Mill and Edison Park 
Sapply Thrilling Incidents. 

Canfield-on-the-Hill, the local name of a 
settlement about a mile southwest of the 
suburb of Edison Park, in the Village of 
Park Ridge, twelve miles out on the Wis- 
consin division of the Chicago and North- 
\. western railway, suffered far more damage 
by yesterday morning’s storm than was 
done at any other near-by, points, for it was 
in this immediate neighborhood that the 


storm was. born. 
Half the houses in the settlement—and 


within an area of about three-quarters of a 


mile there were, prior to the storm, forly.or 
fifty pretty little suburban residences—were 
swept from their foundations, tilted over in 
all sorts of odd positions, or crushed by the 
awful force of the wind, and the fragments 
‘scattered in all directions. 

Viewed from a distance yesterday after- 
noon, nearly every other house still standing 
‘ appeared to have been constructed on the 
architectural lines of the Tower of Pisa. 
Some leaned one way and some another. 
‘Had it been possible to have imagined them 

living: objects they would have seemed 
drunken.- Even the lamp-posts along the 
streets were canted over as if about to fall. 
Prostrated shade trees, which the day be- 
Jore had stood straight and added to the 
beauty of the place, were scattered every- 
where, i ? 
Start of the Storm. 

As near as the starting point of the storm 
can be located it had its origin a mile south- 
west of Edison Park. From this point its 
‘subsequent course was from southwest to 
northeast. Its track varied in width from 
100 yards to nearly a mile. 

In. the neighborhood of Edison Park its 
disastrous effects were first noticed. Mr. 
Steevers’.house in Cumberland avenue was 
the first to fail. Then the wind swung 
around to Bacher’s barn, which it leveled, 
treating another barn which belonged to his 
brother in a similar manner. 

Then the direction changed again, coming 
from the east and striking the Murphy stock 
farm.

Lightning turned the night into day. Dorr 
first saw two or three small bulidings lifted 
high in. the air'‘and sail away into space.

A 
training stable, blacksmith shop, and stud 
barn were next wrecked and partly blown 
away.

Storm Causes the Lights to Go Out and 
Police Rouse the Town. 

While the wind and rain was tearing other 
places to pieces the police of Ravenswood 
were racing around the town arousing the 
people frqm their sleep and warning them 
they were in danger of asphyxiation. All 
the gas lights suddenly went out a few min- 
utes before the storm broke. In a short 
time the jets left open were pouring gas into 
houses everywhere. It is supposed a mo- 
mentary area of low barometric pressure over 


the big gas tank caused the tank to rige. | 


The vacuum thus caused exhausted the gas 
in the pipes long enough~to extinguish the 
lights. As‘soon as the storm broke the pres- 
sure on.the tank was resumed and the gas 
forced out once more. 

Thousands of/persons had narrow escapes. 
The district affected extended from Fuller- 
ton avenue north to Edgewater, between the 
lake and river. Nearly every house in Lake 
View and Ravenswood was affected. Many 
persons. were nearly overcome by gas when 
found by the police, and it took several 
hours in the fresh air before they were re- 
vived. Justice John A. Mahoney of No. 1294 
Sheffield avenue and wife and children 
were aroused by the police at4 o'clock. Two 
jets had been burning all night and the house 
was filled with gas. T, J. Plummer, No. 1327 
Newport avenue, was awakened by the smell 
of gas, and his family sought safety on the 
sidewalk. Edward Cloddy with his wife and 
three children of No. 2249 North Clark street 
were nearly overcome when the police en- 
tered the place. 

Forty families living in the Waveland 
Flats, at Waveland avenue and North Hal- 
sted street, were awakened by the police. 
Many of the families in the building had left 
lighted jets when they retired. When 
awakened by the officers the flats were filled 
with gas. The sleepy occupants were panic- 
stricken for a time, many persons thinking 
the building was on fire. 

The large plate glass windows in Taylor 
& Hudson’s drug store, near the Ravens- 
wood station, were blown out. 
of McDonald's circus were blown down. 
The elephant tent was demolished and Jenny 
Lind stampeded. She charged into the-lion 
cage, and for a time the animals rivaled the 
storm with their noise. 


DAMAGE BY FLOOD IN THE CITY. 


Stores, Stocks, Sewers, Pavements, and 
Tannelr Suffer from the Delnge. 

Flooded basements, barricaded streets 
and tunnels were the results of the storm in 
the down-town district. It was about 2:20 
a. m. when the storm burst: fn full fury in 
this section of the city, and-in Jess than half 
an hour afterward janitors and night watch- 
men were fighting back rapfdfy rising floods 
in the basements, and newspaper offices 
were appealing to the Fire Department for 
assistance to enable them to get out the city 
editions, ‘ 

The sewers could not begin to carry away 
the torrents which spread over the sidewalks 
and began pouring in constantly increasing 
streams into underground rooms. In the 
boiler-rooms of the newspapers the furnace 
fires began to hiss and splutter as the water 
steadily rose in spite of the frantic bailing 
of firemen and pressmen. Bundles of papers 
were thrown. into the hatchways, but 
through every crack the water gushed, and 
soon was knee-deep. in the press-rooms. 
Steamers from the Fire Department were 
sent for and pumped the basements out. 


Sewers Cave In. 


Several sewers caved in, causing blockaded 
streets. Dearborn street in front of the Fair 
tock a sudden slump early in the morning, 
leaving a crevasse twelve feet wide from the 
pavement to the car track. Thirty-fifth 
street, from Wabash to Michigan avenue, 
sank several feet from sidewalk to sidewalk. 
This was the most serious cave-in reported, 
and will entail considerable loss to the city. 

Much damage was caused by the floating 
of cedar block pavements from their founda- 
tions in several streets. In some places the 
pavements were raised a foot above their 
beds. ) ) 

Passengers on the Blue Island, North, and 
West Side cable lines felt like shipwrecked 
sailors coming in on the breeches-buoy when 
they went through the Van Buren, La Salle, 
and Washington street tunnels yesterday.

On the West Side. 


The West Side suffered most in the way of 
flooded basements and damaged streets. 

Halsted street, from the viaduct at Kinzie 
to the Twenty-second street bridge, is in an 
almost impassable condition in good 
weather, The dashing rain brought out the 
defects of the street with emphasis. Sec- 
tions of the thoroughfare near Fulton and 
Lake and between Lake afid Madison streets 
were badly washed out, and wooden blocks 
floated about in pools of muddy water. Be- 
tween Twelfth street and West Thirteenth 
place the street was nothing but a miry 
road. At the north and south approaches of 
the Sixteenth street viaduct the wooden 
pavement was badly washed out. 

The wood block in Peoria street, between 
Harrison and Congress, was all washed out. 
Van Buren, Harrison, Adams, and Monroe 
streets, between Canal and Halsted, all suf- 
fered slightly from washing out of wooden 
paving. 

In West Washington street, east of Clin- 
ton, at the entrance of the tunnel, the 
street was rendered impassable for teams 
on account of paving being washed out. Far 
out.<n West Lake.street, under the elevated 
structure, the wooden block was washed out 
in great patches. 

The work of repairing the streets dam- 
aged by the flood will require several weeks 
and cost not less than $10,000. 


In Flooded Basements. 


Business houses in West Madison, West 
Van Buren, and South Halsted streets were 
the worst sufferers from flooded basements. 
In many instances bad plumbing and imper- 
fect sewer connections were at fault. At 
the same time many of the basement floods 
were caused by water draining from the 
sidewalks and areas. 

There were eight inches of water in the 
basement of Rosenwald & Co.’s store, Hal- 
sted and Madison streets. It drained off into 
the sewers without causing much damage. 
The basement at the northeast corner of 
Madison and Halsted streets, 6ccupied by a 
saloon and clothing store, was flooded tothe 
depth of ten inches. Similar storms and 
floods had warned the occupants, however, 
and no damage wage done. 

The electric lighting plant in George Reich- 
hold’s basement, No. 178 West Madison 
street, was inundated.. The fires were put 
out and the machinery slightly damaged by 
the water. 

All along West Madison street, from Hal- 
sted to Ashland, there were flooded ba«<e- 
ments, but aside from inconvenience and 
interruption to business little damage re- 
sulted. Fred Thayer, druggist, Ogden and 
Madison street, found two feet of water 
in his basement, but his goods were all high 
on shelves. Warder Bros., grocers, West 
Madison street, near Ogden averiue, were 
slightly damaged by water invading their 
basement. 

West of Ashland avenue there was less

WRECKS A HOUSE AT SUMMERDALE. 


Wind Overturns and Ruins the Home 
‘ o” James Densler,. . 
Summerda ; was damaged more than any 
other of the,small towns along the Milwau- 
kee branch of the Northwestern road. 
James Densler, No. 3140 North Ashland ave- 
nue, was disturbed by the storm and was 
walking about the house when the wind 
blew it over. Mr. and Mrs. Densler found 
themselves in the midst of the wreckage of 
what had been their home. The three chil- 
dren—one girl and two boys—were asleep 
and were carried out to a rear shed by their 
parents. Mrs. Densler was injured in the 
ankle and her husband bruised about the 
body by falling pictures and plaster. The 
house was of wood, 21x50 feet, and rested on 

cedar posts. 

Every timber was twisted or thrown out of 
place. The interior was a mass of wreck- 
age of plaster, broken glass, and bulging 
walls and floors. The destruction was 
complete. The house represented the sav- 
ings of years and the last payment was to 
be made in a few months. 

Elsewhere in Summerdale the storm did 
more or less damage. J. V. Williams’ house, 
No. 950 Webster avenue, was shaken loose 
from its foundation and a number of dwell- 
ings more or less twisted.

DENIES PHE STORM WAS A TORNADO. 


But Prof. Garriott Admits It Was a 
Flood and a Heavy Blow. 
According to Prof. Garriott—and the gov- 


about these things—the storm of yesterday 
morning was entirely local and also peculiar 
to Chicago. He acknowledged there were at- 
mospheric disturbances elsewhere about 
the same time—that a cyclone had devas- 
tated Central Iowa, anothér torn up the 
southwestern part of that State, and a high 
wind partly demolished the City of Elgin. 

But the Chicago storm, he said yesterday 
afternoon, had nothing to do with any of 
these outside affairs and was altogether a 
local manifestation, got up, perhaps, on 
the spur of the moment in that spirit which 
never allows Chicago to get left,-and car- 
ried out to a successful finish through the 
same methods. 

That it was considerable of a storm, how- 
ever, Prof. Garriott willingly allows, as.do 
all the other residents of Chicago who were 
awake at the time or were awakened by it. 

‘‘ One inch of water fell,’”’ said the weather 
prophet, ‘“‘in the ten minutes between 1:22 
and 1:32 a. m., and naturally things were 
pretty damp for a time. One inch of water 
in ten minutes is considerably more than 
sewer builders allow for, and it could not 
run off. So there was a flood; and there will 
be another one the next time an inch of 
water falls in ten minutes; but then that 
sort of thing does not happen more than 
once in ten years.”’ 

Short but Terrific. | 


The storm was a short one, but a “ terror ”’ 
while it lasted. In Chicago proper the main 
feature was the unprecedented rainfall, but 
in the northwestern suburbs, especially 
Norwood and Edison Park, the wind dida 
great deal of damage. There houses were 
blown down or unroofed, trees snapped off 
near the ground, outbuildings overturned, 
fences demolished, and ruin spread around 
generally. The only wonder is there was 
not a heavy loss of life. And during the 
tifteen minutes the storm continued vivid 
and continuous lightning, with constant 
and ear-splitting thunder, added both to 
the terror and picturesqueness of the demon- 
stration. Noah himself, probably, did not 
have a- more exciting experience than those 
suburbanites during the quarter of an hour 
the storm lasted. 

‘““It was not a tornado, simply a high 
wind,” said Prof. Garriott, who, in respect 
to his position, must be precise in all things, 
‘but then.” he added, refiectively, “* there 
really is not much difference between a 
tornado and a high wind, if the wind is only 
high enough. 

Tornado and Wind-Storm. 

‘‘The technical distinction is, a tornado 

cuts out a clearly defined and generally 


narrow path for itself, mowing down all 


within the path as clearly as a mower cuts 
down grass, while a wind-storm spreads it- 
self over more territory. The difference, 80 
far as distinction goes, between the two is 
merely one of intensity, and the wind-storm 
becomes as bad as the tornado when it blows 
ard enough.” 

: ‘“ But how did it happen Chicago went into 
the storm business so suddenly and so much 
of its own accord?” : 

All the local conditions were favorable. 
The thermometer was not so high on Sunday 
—only 68°—but the air was full of moisture 
and electricity. The day was partly cloudy, 
but when the sun did shine it was with that 
peculiarly burning heat which foretells a 
storm, and, finally, early this morning it 
burst with the result you know. It was, asl 
said, a local affair, generated here by local 
conditions, and here it spent its force.” 

‘‘ Will there be any more of it?”’ 

‘‘l think not. There may be a little rain, 
but no such destructive wind. It is blowing 
a forty-mile gale now, and that wil keep 
down any outburst like the one of this morn- 
ing. A storm like that one has to have a 
little quiet time of its own to gather its 
strength in, and cannot originate in the face 
of a steady gale like the one blowing this 
afternoon. It was one of those disturbances 
which come unexpectedly and, like light- 
ning, rarely strike twice in the same place.””. 


SFORM IS TERRIFIC ON THE LAKE, 


Fortunately Few Vessels Encounter 
the Full Fury of the Gale. 

The storm was one of the worst that has 
ever been experienced on Lake Michigan. 
Its path, according to the reports of lake 
Captains who arrived in port yesterday 
morning, was a narrow one, and few vessels 
encountered its full fury. The steamer City 
of Louisville, which left St. Joseph for Chi- 
cago at 11:30 on Sunday night, was caught 
ii the midst of the storm, and had a tempest- 
ucus voyage. The Captain said: 

‘ve were about in midlake when the 
storm struck. It came suddenly, and for a 
while the wind blew with terrible force. The 
wind was dead ahead, and soon there was u 
heavy sea running, which made it almost 
impossible for us to make any hea'way. 
The storm was accompanied by violent thun- 
der and lightning, and was one of the worst 
I have ever encountered.”’ 

The Loulsville was the only boat that 
caught the full force of the storm, but sev- 
eral other steamers returning to. Chicago 
with large loads of excursionists were more 
or less roughly handled by the elements. 
Capt. Nicholson of the Goodrich liner At- 
lanta said that his boat was too far north to 
catch the full violence of the storm: 

‘* There must have been a terrible storm 
south of us,” he said. ‘* The sky was lit up 
almost continually with lightning, and we 
got what must haye been the outskirts of the 
storm. We had some rain and a little wind, 
but the full force of the storm did not reach 
cur position, which was about sixty miles 
northwest of Chicago, at the time the gale 
was at its height.”’ 


Seek Safety in Cellars at Naperville. 

At Naperville the rain and high winds 
drove many of the terror-stricken residents 
to cellars and storm-houses. Fences were 
blown down, outbuildings lifted up and ¢ar- 
ried out of sight. A barn belonging to George 
Reuss was wrecked. A barn belonging to 
L.. Farron was struck by lightning and de- 
stroyed. The cyclone seemed twenty rods 
wide, and laid nearly everything low in its 
pathway, plowing up the ground into ridges.

The details are hard to get. In many in- 
stances it is impossible to obtain any news. 
The rescuing party which has gone from 
Des Moines into the track of the tornado 
which struck Valeria and other towns finds 
progress almost impossible. The roads are 
impassable mostly because of mud and dé- 
bris. The telegraph wires are down in many 
places. On the Chicago Great Western it 
is reported for a distance of twelve miles 
every telegraph pole is down and the wires 
are wound around fence rails. The train- 
men are unable to give any more definite de- 
tails, as travel on many roads is stopped. 

In Northwestern Iowa there seem to have 
been many cyclonic touches. Near Ripley 
one of the schoolhouses which was de- 
stroyed by the Pomeroy cyclone of 1893 was 
demolished for a second time. At Cherokee, 
which is near the Pomeroy cyclone district, 
the wind seems to have blown at a hurri- 
cané speed.

Railroads have sus- 
tained severe loss in every direction from 
Dubuque.

One large bridge is 
reported washed out on the Chicago Great 
Western. 

Station House Suffers. 


At Durango, eight miles from Dubuque, 
the storm swept down the valley in an awful 
flood and struck the railroad station house. 
Four children of Mrs. Clark, the agent, are 
reported drowned. The agent and two rail- 
road employés were in the building when 
the flood struck it. All were carried away on 
the wave. One of the men, Griffin, is miss- 
ing. The other saved himself by clinging 
to a telegraph pole. 

The storm left ruin in its wake at Man- 
chester, where it swept a path eight miles 
long. No fatalities are reported from there. 

At Elma many buildings were unroofed. 
The town is like a lake, so great was the 
deluge. One man was killed at Alta Vista, 
near Elma. 

At McGregor, Bloody Run was 
scene of an awful calamity last night. 

A cloud-burst swept a terrible ficod down 
the valley with such terrific force that it 
Swept everything in its way. The Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railway round- 
house and shops, located about one mile 
west of North McGrégor, were demolished 
and nearly a mile of track, with side traeks 
and switches, was washed out or covered 
from one to four feet deep with mud. 

Eighteen lives are known to be lost and 
five bodies already have been recovered. 

Houses, barns, and freight cars were swept 
away and demolished by the maddened 
waters, while their inmates in many cases 
are buried beyond recovery. One of the 
bodies recovered was that of a tramp, who 
was buried in the mud with only his head 
sticking out. Mrs. Idell’s boarding-house 
was demolished and some of the inmates

‘saved themselves by swimming to the bluffs, 


while others are among the missing. 

Many miraculous escapes are reported. 
One man, who had taken refuge on the top 
of a box car, was carried out to the 
Mississippi! River and passing the railway 
bridge succeeded in jumping to the bridge in 
safety. 

The loss probably will run up into millions. 

A destructive wind and rain storm passed 
over the southern part of Howard County, 
near New Hampton.

UNHEARD-OF DOWNPOUR OF RAIN. 


Fall at Marengo, Ill., Two and a Half 
Inches—Fierce Wind. 
Marengo, Ill., May 25.—/Special.]—This sec- 
tion was visited last night by the severest 
wind and rain storm experienced here for 
many years, ruining crops and doing a great 
amount of damage to property. The storm 
broke about 11:45 o’clock and for over two 
hours raged with terrific fury. The rainfall 
was two and one-half inches, and it came so 
suddenly and in such volume as if a water- 
spout had burst upon the place. The rain 
was accompanied by a terrific combination 
of blinding lightning, crashing thunder, and 

whirling wind. . 

Marengo escaped the greatest intensity of 
the storm, although creeks soon became 
small rivers, flooding basements, and the 
high water doing much damage. 

In the country about the storm was ter- 
rific. Trees were uprooted, outhouses de- 
molished, and on the Wager farm south of 
this city the barn was torn down, windmill 
and outhouses blown over, and the house 
moved from its foundation. 

Farmers suffered heavily. Acres of newly 
planted corn were washed out, necessitating 
replanting, and many orchards uprooted. 

Reports received are that some people 
south of town were injured seriously by fall- 
ing structures, but these reports are not au- 
thentic. 

Freeport, Ill, May 25.—(@pecial.J]—The 
heaviest wind and rain-storm in a quarter of 
a century commenced at 10:30 o'clock last 
night and continued for three or four hours. 
Innumerabel trees were blown down and half 
the cellars in this city are flooded. The wind 
shook houses to their foundations, and many, 
fearing a cyclone, sought refuge in cellars, 
only to be driven back upstairs by the flood.

MUSSULMANS MASSACRING CHRIS- 
TIANS IN CANEAN STREETS. 


Consuls Cable for Warships to Protect 
Foreigners from the Fanatical 
Avengers—Turkish Soldiers Break 
All Bonds of Government—Tark- 
han Pasha Powerless to Restrain 
the Subjects from Murdering Help- 
less Residents. 

London, May 25.—The Times has a dis- 
patch from Athens, which says: 

“The long expected disaster in the Island 
of Crete seems suddenly to have been pre- 
cipitated, and since Sunday anarchy has 
reigned at Canea. The Turkish soldiery, 
breaking all restraints, poured through 
the streets, shooting, massacring, and pil- 
laging Christians. 

“The Consuls have all telegraphed for 
warships. , 

“The British fleet at Malta sailed today 
for Crete. Her Majesty’s ship Hood, an- 
chored at Phalarum, starts thither tonight. 
The Greek ironclads probably will start to- 
morrow. : 

“The cavasses of the Greek and Russian 
Consulates at Canea have been killed. Turk- 
han Pasha is powerless to restrain the sol- 
diery, as he is on bad terms witfii the mili- 
tary governor, Izzed-In, who is suspected 
of being at the botton} of the whole trouble. 
The immediate cause of the outbreak, how- 


ever, is inexplicable, as the Christians there 


have never given provocation. 

“The situation at. Retimo is_ serious. 
Heraklion is quiet, but sharp fighting is re- 
ported between the Turks and the Cretans 
in the vicinity of Vamos.” 

Paris, May 25.—M. Hanotaux, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has received a_ telegrani 
from the French Consul in Crete reporting 
that disturbances have taken place at Canea.

Yesterday morning Peteropolis bought up 
the claim of Reid, Murdoch & Co., and, go- 
ing before Justice Glennon, the store was 
put in the hands of Constable Peter Lauer, 
who left in the store as custodians M. T. 
Rogers and William Kremer.

ANTHONY KOZEL’S BANK LOCKED UP. | 


Bohemian Depositors Dismayed by 
the Closed Doors, but Are Quiet 
and Make No Trouble. 

Depositors in the savings and mortgage 
bank of Anthony Kozel, No. 532 West Eight- 
eenth street, looked dismayed yesterday aft- 
ernoon when they learned the import of the 
sign which was pasted on the front door 
shortly before 6 o’clock. The notice read as 
follows: 

“The property of Anthony Kozel is now 
in possession of the Security Title and Trust 
company.”’ 

The depositors are all Bohemians and few 
of them understand English. After the no- 
tice had been interpreted there was a great 
deal of talk, and then the small crowd which 


had gathered went home. They were fairly .- 


quiet, a condition due to the fact that they 
all had trusted Kozel implicitly. 

Kozel was also the publisher of Hlas Svo- 
body, a daily Bohemian newspaper, which 
he had managed for the last six months. 
For four years previous he had been the pub- 
lisher of the Chicagske Listy. That added 
to the confidence reposed in him. 

Mr. Dudley of the Security Title and‘Trrust 
company said last night they could not tell 
the exact situation, but from a hurried ex- 
amination of the books they believed the 
assets and liabilities would each be $100,000 
including the real estate and banking busi- 
ness, 

Joseph L. Voborsky, the cashier of the 
bank, has been ill at his home near the 
bank since Saturday. He said he had no 
idea from his knowledge of the bank’s af- 
fairs that it would suspend. He believed 
the open accounts were $10,000, the savings 
accounts the same, and those subject to 
check $5,000. Kozel’s real estate, he thought 
was worth $80,000 and was mortgaged for 
$40,000, so the depositors would not suffer. 

Kozel was reported to have been seen at 
the City Hall at 2 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon and to have goneto Algonquin on the 
4:15 train. Attorney James E. Cross, who 
represents creditors to the extent of $12,000, 
sent a clerk to Algonquin last night to attach 
the property there, including Kozel’s sum- 
mer home. 

Kozel's principal creditors were Joseph 
Kouba, a retired grocer, who had $4,000 in 
the. bank, which was promised to him yes- 
terday at 6 o’clock; Frank Ludvik, manager 
of the Ludvik Dramatic company, who had 
$1,700 on deposit; and James Koc, whose 
dgposit was $1,200. 

Tupper & Robertson, printers and book- 
binders, No. 166 South Clinton street, made 
an assignment in the County Court yester- 
day'to Constantine Goldzier. The assets and 
liabilities are each about $3,000. 


UNITE IN A FIGHT ON “YE TAVERN.” 


Four Churches Protest Against Re- 
newing the License of a Road- 
house Near Washington Park. 


Representatives of four Hyde Park and 
Kenwood churches filed formal protests 
with Mayor Swift yesterday against grant- 
ing a liquor license to “ Ye Tavern” at 
Fifty-first street and Cottage Grove avenue. 
The protests were in the form of resolutions 
adopted at the churches on Sunday morn- 
ing, and declare in emphatic terms that the 
reissuing of a license to the place in question 
would not be for the best interests of the 
residents of that part of the city.

The fight on “‘ Ye Tavern ” has been brew- 
ing for a year, and people who live in its 
vicinity have been gathering together such 
forces as they could to influence Mayor 
Swift to deny Thomas W. Chandler, the 
manager, a renewal of his license. Last 
June a petition to that effect was presented, 
but nothing decisive could be done until the 
license expired. As the time for its expira- 
tion approached the matter was taken up 
by the Hyde Park Protective Association, 
and the association and the property-holders 
in the vicinity are now working together. 

“Ye Tavern” belongs to that species of 
resort known as a road-house. It is the 
proud boast of “Ye Tavern” that it pos- 
sesses twenty-five private dining-rooms—a 
fact which is displayed apon a business card 
in connection with the statement that it is 
the *“*‘most complete’’ road-house in the 
country. 

On Saturday and Sunday nights especially 
theré are great numbers of people in the 
place, and though the doors are closed and 
the lights in the front of the building turned 
down at midnight, as the law requires, ac- 
cording to the statements of those living in 
the neighborhood the sound of revelry is to 
be heard at any time from 8 o’cleck in the 
evening until almost daylight: 

Within 1,500 feet of ‘‘ Ye Tavern ” live 400 
families, all of more than the average re- 
finement and education, a large per cent of 
which have have children between the ages 
of 12 and 18. Moreover, it is close to the 
park, which serves as a pleasure ground for 
hundreds of young people. These are the 
facts which have brought about the move- 
ment against the resort. 

“Considering the nature of the locality,” 
said one resident of the neighborhood, “ the 
liquor trade of itself is sufficiently objection- 
able. It has prevented many people who 
own lots in the neighborhood from building. 
I know a number of such persons who have 
their plans ready and have made every ar- 
rangement to put up houses on Fifty-firs: 
street or near it as soon as something is 
done about this road-house.”’

| WHITE SQUADRON ATSEA. 


TWELVE HUNDRED SAIIA 8 TO EN- 
GAGE IN PRACTICE DRILL. 


Shots to Be Fired at Targets Which 
Represent the Enemy’s Ships—Bat- 
teries Also to Be Brought Into Reqg- 
wisition and Manipulated Exactly 
as in Regular Warfare—Huge Ice- 
berg Drifts Ashore on the Massa- 
chusetts Coast. 

New York, May 25.—[{Special.]}—The White 
Squadron, consisting of the flagship New 
York, the cruisers Raleigh, Montgomery, 
and Cincinnati, and the ram Katahdin, left 
its anchorage off Tomkinsville, 8S. L., shortly 
after 9 o’clock this morning, and proceeded 
to sea, where it will remain until Wednesday. 

The squadron, as arranged this morning, 
is to steam to the southeast, about twenty- 
four miles from Sandy Hook. The 1,200 
Sailors of the four ships are to be drilled in 
practice with small arms and torpedoes.

BVIDENCE SUFFICIENT TO HANG HIM. 


Detective Janney Declares Pastor } 
Hermann’s Guilt Is Proved Beyond

_ been identified as the property of the pastor: 
Today the cellar of the church was dug over 
to a depth of four feet and the dirt thrown 
out was thoroughly sifted. In a corner near 
the boiler, covered over lightly with a few 
inches of dry soil, was the pair of overalls 
worn by Hermann the day he had the fire 
built in the furnace, and these garments are 
spattered with blood. 

The brick furnace was demolished this 
afternoon and more pieces of bone and some 
of the false teeth of Miss Clausen were 
found. At @ second-hand store was found 
Miss -Clausen’s trunkful of clothes and the 
guitar which the pastor said he had seen 
her playing in a variety hall in Helena soon | 
after her disappearance. 

It is asserted that Pastor Hermann is a 
defaulter as well as a murderer. When he 
first left town he was forced to come back 
and explain a shortage in hisaccounts. His 
showing was not satisfactory and he was 
unfrocked and dismissed from the church. 
The missing funds consisted of money he had 
collected in the East to furthef the cause of 
Methodism in Salt Lake in particular and 
Utah in general. |

Scarcely had Hoffman reached the side- 
walk before the screams of the robbed and 
assaulted woman and his swiftly fleeing 
figure drew upon his heels a gathering 
crowd which, originally consisting of only 
a barber, a dentist, a cigarmaker, and a 
horse doctor, grew from this little nucleus 
like @ mushroom in the night to a score, 
then to fifty, then to a hundred, all in full 
cry. 

The man ran east on Grand avenue to Ada 
street, north to an alley, west through the 
alley to Noble street. There he jumped a 
» fence into the lumber yard of A. J. Johnson. 
As the pursuers panted.after him and over 
the fence it seemed as if he had been swal- 
lowed up. He had. 

There was a big, empty barrel in the lum- 
ber yard. Hoffman had jumped into it, 
head first, and then turning a half somer- 
set had landed on his feet with the barrel 
over him, and completely concealing his 
presence. Here he met bad luck in chunks. 


| Pursuer Fires at Him. 

Charles Decker, one of the pursuers, had 
fired three shots from a revolver as the hare 
filed from the hounds, ‘These shots had 
aroused the whole neighborhood. A hun- 
dred employés of the furniture factory were 
standing at its windows craning their necks. 
When the discomfited pursuers entered the 
lumberyard the men in the windows yelled: 

“Look under the barrel.’”’ Then they 
swarmed down to help bait the bear. They 
found a tough customer. Barber Benjamin 
Jones turned the barrel over: Hoffman 
knocked him down and almost senseless with 
one blow. Then he did likewise to Emil 
Jacobs, a cigar dealer. He knocked down 
another man before the crowd closed in on 
him. He fought furiously, kicked, and bit, 
but they were too many to one. 

“ Let’s hang him!" the crowd shouted. 
In an instant the man was hauled into an 
arched wagonway leading to the factory, 
his feet and hands were bound, and a noose 
was put around his neck. 

“Hang him! Hang him!” roared the 
crowd outside, who were unable to press 
into the narrow passageway. The noose 
was given an extra twist. Hoffman began 
to plead for life. 

At this moment Policemen Hamilton and 
Phelan, in plain clothes, and Policema 
Neisheim, in uniform, appeared and, with 
drawn revolvers, wrested the prisoner from 
death. Capt. Baer drove up in a buggy and 
turned in a call for the patrol wagon. 

The policemen had to use their clubs to 
force their way through the mob. Even 
as they surrounded and stood over the 
bound and helpless man the shouts of 
“Hang him!’’ were renewed from outside, 
but the wagon arrived just as these demon- 
strations grew most threatening, and before 
the extra force of bluecoats the crowd slow- 
ly fell back. 

As Hoffman was driven away, a prisoner, 
he shouted back at the mob: 

** You are a set of cowards, cowards, cow- 
ardly curs. I can lick any six of you single- 
handed.”’ 

All the stolen property was recovered in 
Hoffman's possession.

SLAUGHTER ANIMALS IN CITY LIMITS. 


Flesh of Dead Horses Used as a Fer- 
tilizer—Cellar Turned Into a Pen 
for Killing Cattle. 


Two exaggerated cases of killing animals 
in defiance of the city ordinances came up 
before Justice Everett yesterday afternoon. 

Harry Geston has a horse-killing”’business 
two miles south of Niles Center and just 
within the city limits. The health in- 
spectors testified yesterday that Geston has 
been in the habit of throwing the flesh of 
the dead animals on a heap outside his 
slaughter-house and on piles prepared in 
this manner just outside the city limits. 
The flesh was left there to putrefy, and as 
soon as it came to this state Gestion used it 
on his plowed land as a fertilizer. But he 
is said to have simply strewed the flesh over 
the ground instead of burying it. When hot 
weather came the stench was intolerable 
and complaints were made. 

Geston made but little defense, simply say- 
ing he thought it was all right for him to 
keep the flesh until it got into such a state 
he could use it as manure. , 

The full penalty was imposed’ Geston 
was told to see that the offensive piles of 
flesh were removed at once or he would be 
fined $200 for each day he allowed it to re- 
main. 

The second defendant was Herry Meligch- 
arder, a butcher on East Division, near 
Wells street. According to the evidence 
presented by the Health Department in- 
spector Meischarder two weeks ago fitted 
up the cellar of his place-as a slaughter- 
house. Within a few days Meischarder’s 
store was a place which it was best to avoid. 
Several of the near-by residents complained 
to him, but he took no notice, and, as a final 
resort, the city authorities were appealed to. 

Meischarder tried to excuse himself on the 
ground that he did not know the law and he 
was let off with a fine of $100. He was told 
to stop the killing at once or he would be 
fined the full penalty for each day he offend- 
ed in the future. 


EXPECT TO IDENTIFY DEAD ‘BODY. 


Sudden Disappearance of C. F. Lispe- 
nard May Be Accounted For. 

Elwood, Ind., May 25.—[Special!.]—It fs now 
believed the dead body recently found on 
an island in the river near Wickville, Ky., is 
that of C. F. Lispenard, the missing high 
Chief Forester. Heleft herein November to 
capture John Edeline, the alleged murderer 
of Moses Latta of Vincennes. 

Lispenard caught a clew, which he fol- 
lowed to Cairo, Ill., where he mysteriously 
disappeared, and the last trace of him was 
in effect that he had gone down the Missis- 
sippi River in a skiff, and had been followed 
by a designing enemy and put out of the 
way. Everything points to the conclusion 
that Lispenard came up with the man on 
the island and fell a second victim of the al- 
leged murderer.

RIVER AND HARBOR VETO. 


PRESIDENT, IT IS SAID, WILL NOT 
APPROVE THE BILL. 


He Intends to Keep to His Record, 
Which Has Provided That All Wa- 
terways Improvement Appropria- 
tions Must Become Law Notwith- 
standing His Objections‘or Without 
His Signature—Chances of Passing 

' the Measure. 

Washington, D. C., May 25.—[Special. }— 
Under no circumstances will President 
Cleveland sign the river and harbor bill. He 
has never signed such a measure even when 
coming from a Democratic Congress, and 
he will not break his record. He has ve- 
toed one, and allowed the others to become 
laws without his assent. Almost every item 
in the aggregate of $72,000,000 is recom- 
mended by the engineer department of the 
army. . 

It is generally expected a strong veto 
message will make its appearance in the 
House the latter part of this week, although 


e the President has until Wednesday of next 


week to make up his mind. There were 
whispers at the Capitol today that it might 
not be so easy as had been expected to pass 
the bill over the President’s veto. 7 

Some of the Democrats are expected to 
sustain him on general principles for polit- 
ical effect, and many Republicans who come 
from interior sections without water-courses, 
and whose districts are not directly benefit- 
ed, are wondering whether they could de- 
fend the bill successfully if the veto mes- 
sage should happen to be a scorcher and 
play upon the “ hard times ” strings. 

In spite of these rumors, however, the 
combination of delegations from States hav- 
ing large marine interests is so strong as to 
be almost invincible. 

The friends of the bill say that to fail to 
pass it over a veto would be a confession 
that the appropriations were not meritori- 
ous, and they assert the people will be glad 
of a policy which involves the spending of 
much government money in public improve- 
ments all over the country instead of keeping 
it locked up in the Treasury.

Washington, D. C., May 25.—A new Swiss 
bicycle, which is made the subject of a re- 
port to the State Department by United 
States Consul Ridgely at Geneva, is claimed 
to possess great advantages over the usual 
form, among them being greater safety, 
perfect comfort, healthy position,.a greater 
power over the machine, greater speed, hill 
climbing power, and less fatigue.

ALDERMEN GIVE THEM INTO HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT’S HANDS, 


City Council Passes a Stringent Ordi- 
narice—Measure for the Control of 
Private Hospitals Is Also Pushed 
Through—Plan for Muzzling Dogs Is 
Held Over—South Park Avenue to 
Get a Boost and Become a Boule- 


vard. 

Briefly stated, this is what the Council did 
jast night: 

Passed an ordinance drawn by the Corpora- 
tion Counsel regulating ice dealers and giv- 
ing the Department of Health authority over 
euambs an ordinance giving the Commis- 
sioner of Health supervision over private 
hospitals and for the licensing of the same. 

Passed an ordinance tendering to the South 
Park Commissioners. Thirty-second street 
from Michigan avenue to South Park and 
South Park from Thirty-second to Thirty- 
fifth as a boulevard and vacating Thirty-fifth 
from Michigan avenue to South Park for 
boulevard purposes. 

Passed an ordinance requiring telephone 
and telegraph companies and electric street 
car companies to allow houses to be moved 
under their wires in accordance with regula- 
tions made by the Commissioner of Public 
V7orks. 

Passed an ordinance changing the route of 
the Englewood Electric railway company 
so as to avoid the railroad tracks on Vincen- 
nes avenue. 

Received and referred an ordinance for the 
muzzling of all dogs on the streets or public 
places at ali seasons of the year. 

Received and referred an ordinance regu- 
Jating the sale of fruits, berries, vegetables,

The Council last night by unanimous vote 
passed an ordinance of great interest to 
every Chicagoan.

It Ys entitled ‘“‘ An ordinance for licensing 
and regulating ice dealing,’’-and was drawn 
by the Corporation Counsel and approved by 
the Department of Health. 

Ice Ordinance, 


Its text is as follows: | 

“Sec. 1. That every person, firm, 
or corporation desiring to engage 
in the business of retailing and selling any. 
ice from house to house, orto hotels, resiau- 
rants, saloons, or other places where such 
ice so sold and delivered may be used in 
contact with articles of food or drink 
(which use is hereinafter referred to as 
‘domestic use’) shall, before engaging in 
such business, file a written application with 
the Commissioner of Health for a license 
therefor, stating in such application the place 
or places where such ice is to be, or has been, 
cut or gathered, the means of delivery, the 
location of the depots or places in Chicago 
from which such ice is to be delivered, and 
the quality of the ice intended to be sold. 
Such application shall be verified by the 
oath of the applicant, or, if the applicant is 
a firm or corporation, by the oath of a 
member of the firm or some officer of the 
‘ corporation; and the person verifying shall 
state under oath that the matters stated in 

the application are true. 

“ All ice to be sold and delivered within the 
City of Chicago for domestic use, as afore- 
said, shall be pure and healthful ice, free 
from matter deleterious to health; and such 
ice is hereby defined to be ice which, upon 
-chemic and bacteriological examination 
shall be found to be free from nitrates, 
nitrites, and pathogenic bacteria, and to 
contain not more than nine thousandths 
(.009) of one part of free ammonia and nine 
hundreths (.09) of one part of albuminoid 
ammonia in one hundred thousand {f00,000)

Secretary Carlisle Presents to the Sen-

BUSY DAY AT SARATOGA. 


DISPOSITION TO ALLOW ENDEAVOR 
SOCIETIES FREEDOM. 


One Element, However, Contends for 
Assurances of Denominational Loy- 
alty—Moderator Withrow Appeals 
for Harmony Throughout the Dis- 
cussions—Bad Investment of Church 
Funds in New York Real Estate— 
Proposition to Sell It. 

Saratoga, N. Y., May 25.—[Special.]—This 
has been a very busy day in the Presby- 
terian General Assembly. 

The Rev. Dr. Robert, Russell Booth of New 
York City, from the Committee on Bills and 
Overtures, reported a number of overtures, 
many of which were referred. One was 
from the Woman's Boards, asking that they 
be furnished regularly with copies of the 
report of all the boards and the minutes of 
the General Assembly. State Clerk Roberts 
said the request involved 1,000 extra copies. 
The request was granted unanimously and 


“with applause. 


Several presbyteries complained about the 
tardiness with which the reports of the 


boards and the minutes of the General As- | 


sembly were issued, and requested that they 
be furnished at as early a day as possible. 
Stated Clerk Roberts laid the blame on an 
“obstinate binder in Philadelphia, who 
would not again do the work, and I would 
suggest that the assembly stir up the boards 
to be more expeditious.” 

The overture of the Presbytery of Ottawa, 
Synod of Illinois, was deemed impracticable. 
It was that Christmas be made a “ mission 
gift day,” land that the money expended by 
Presbyterians on that day be diverted to 

ssionary channels. 
Me canmnmaaention in regard to uniformity 
of service throughout the Presbyterian 
Church was disapproved of. » Freedom of 
action was recomimended by the committee 


and adopted. 

Dr. Withrow Pleads for Harmony. 

Moderator Withrow in a few words to the 
General Assembly, said in a fatherly man- 
ne Within the last three days I have been 
overwhelmed with letters and communica- 
tions from all parts of the country and from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. The burden of 
all these is for harmony in this great body, 
and in the spirit of loving kindness I call 
your attention to this matter. All your 
business this week, and there is a vast vol- 
ume to be transacted, should be and I earn- 
estly hope will be conducted in the most 
harmonious manner. We should not have 
any contention on this floor. Let us one and 
all so conduct the affairs of this great rep- 
resentative body of the Presbyterian Church 
that our people, north, east, west, and south 
will be more hopeful for the future. We 
have strenuous and difficult questions to 
deal with, but we must act in a loving man- 


The Rev. Dr. Villeroy D. Reed of Vhila- 
delphia, as Chairman, presented the report 
of standing Committee on the Board of Mis- 
sions for Freedmen. It was shown that 
owing to the lack of sufficient contributions 
the board had been compelled to retrench, 
which greatly impeded the work among the 
negroes. The decrease in the receipts this 
year as compared with last was shown to be 
over $18,000. The decrease in expenditures 
during the last two years has been almost 
$45,000. The assembly reélected as members 
of the board J. C. McCoombs, J. McF. Car- 
penter, Robert 8. Davis, the Rev. Dr. Samuel 
J. Fisher, and the Rev. Dr. J. P. E. Kumber, 
all of Pittsburg, Pa. The report was adopt- 


ed. 


No “Ism” in the Y. P. 8S. C. E. 


The General Assembly devoted the balance 
of the forenoon session to the further con- 
sideration of the special committee report 
on young ptople’s societies. The Rev. Dr. 
Charles 8S. Lane of Mount Vernon, N. J., 
moved that the committee be discharged 
and that the matter be indefinitely post- 
poned. He thought the assembly had gone 
far enough in this matter, and he believed 
the best policy would be to let well enough 
alone. There should be no discussion. There 
should be no denominational distinction in 
the Christian Endeavor ranks, and there 
should be the utmost freedom of inter- 
denominational good cheer and fellowship 
among all its members. He insisted; fhat 
nothing was necessary to insure the de- 
nominational loyalty of the societies of 
Christian Endeavor, whereas the present 
plan of the committee meant Presbyterian- 
ism, with ‘‘ ism "’ spelled in big letters. 

The Rev. Dr. David R. Breed of Pittsburg, 
Pa., Chairman of the special committee, 
defended the report and said that any effort 
to discontinue the committee would prove 
inimical to the best interests of the Presby- 
terian Church. 


Must Be Denominational Loyalty. 


The Rev. Dr. Junkin of Mont-Clair, N. J., 
favored the attitude taken by Dr. Breed, 
holding that there must at all times be de- 
nominational loyalty. 

The Rev. Dr. Harry O. Scott of Hastings, 
Neb., spoke in favor of Dr. Lane’s amend- 
ment and was opposed to the continued azgi- 
tation of this subject. ‘‘ We must not op- 
pose fellowship with Christian Endeavor- 
ers of other denominations,” he said. Fur- 
ther consideration of the matter was made 
a special order for tomorrow afternoon. 

This afternoon the Rev. William H. Hub- 
bard of Auburn, N. Y., said that John 8. 
Kennedy of New York City offered to pur- 
chase the new Presbyterian building at No. 
156 Fifth avenue, New York City, at its cost 
less the amount he had contributed to the 
same, and would allow 4 per cent interest 
on the legacy of Mrs. R. L. Stuart invested 
therein. 

Mr. Hubbard added there is now an in- 
debtedness on the investment, exclusive of 
the sum of $467,500.19, legacy of Mrs. R. L. 
Stuart invested therein, of $1,240,000, and 
the report of the Building committee shows 
an actual annual rental as of March 10, 1896, 
of $63,476.75, exclusive of the two floors ‘used 
by the missionary boards and the chapel 
and actual annual fixed charges of $117,520. 


The rental of the two floors now occupied by 
the boards in the new building is estimated 
to be $25,000 per annum, and the removal of 
the boards to No. 53 Fifth avenue would be 
in the interest of economy. 

The consideration of the subject was, on 
motion, made a special order for tomorrow 
morning. 

The Rev. Lapsley A. McAfee of Parkville, 
Mo., made the report of the Board of Educa- 
tion. It was shown that the number of 
churches contributing to this board has in- 
creased. The receipts have decreased. The 
report was adopted. 

The venerable ex-Moderator, the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph L. Smith of Baltimore, Md., on be- 
half of the Committee on Church Unity, 
presented the majority report on the plan or, 
federation of the Presbyterian and Reformed 
Churches of the United States of America. 
It was also signed by the Rey. Dr. Samuel 
J. Nicholls of St. Louis, Mo. The report fa- 
vored the plan. Judge Robert N. Wilson of 
Philadelphia, Pa., submitted the minority 
report, which suggested codéperation instead 
of federation. 

Not Representation Enough. 


The Rev. Dr. Francis C. Morfort of Cin- 
cinnati, O., dissented from the majority on 
the ground that this body would not have 
enough representation in the membership. 
Dr. Smith defended the majority report. 
The Rev. Dr. Robert N. Patterson of Ber- 
wick, Pa., gave a historical statement of 
the plan. The matter was tabled, and it may 
not be taken up again this session. 

A resolution was adopted changing the 
day of prayer for colleges from the second 
Sunday to the last Thursday in January. 
The assembly approved of a resolution di- 
recting the synods to investigate and re- 
port next year as to the religious state of

CONTEST OF CLERGY AND LAITY. 


Cleveland Conference Experiences Its 
Stormiest Day. 

Cleveland, O., May 25.—[Special.]—The two 
sessions of the General Conference today 
were the stormiest in its history. This 
morning occurred the election of a mission- 
ary Bishop to Africa. In the election of 
the Rev. Dr. J. C. Martzell of New Orleans, 
formerly Secretary of the Freedman’s Aid 
Society, the conference appeared to be gen- 
erally satisfied, as he was chosen on the sec- 
ond ballot. 

The report of the Committee on Constitu- 
tion was the bone of contention and the 
cause for the great disorder in the afternoon. 
In the original report it was recommended 
that the ministerial representation exceed 
the lay representation, and an amendment 
was introduced by Alexander Ashley pro- 
viding for equal lay representation. 

The fight which followed was attended by 
the most violent conduct on the part of the 
delegates. Ministerial delegates shouted’ 
for the ministers and the laymen stamped 
their feet and jumped to the floor for the 
cause of the laymen. The laymen lost the 
fight once, but, renewing it, came out even 
but not ahead, and the contest will be re- 
newed before the conference adjourns. 

The most sensational speech was that of 
the Rev. J. D. Craw of New Jersey. He 
said the laymen were in the control in the 
quarterly conferences. They could, he de- 
clared, choose their ministers, tell them 
what kind of houses they must live in, what 
kind of clothing they must wear, and even 
what they must eat. “I object,” he cried, 
**to this amendment, and I will die fighting, 
if need be, to maintain our authority in the 
General Conference.”’ 

Bishop Post presided today, and the fact 
that the conference will adjourn in four 
more days made it necessary to start the

APPEAL ON NEW SCHOOL DISTRICT, 


County Superintendent Bright Hears 
Trustees and Reserves Decision. 

County Superintendent of Schools Bright 
yesterday heard an appeal relating to the 
formation of a new school district. Some of 
the inhabitants of School District No. 8 in 
Wheeling, No. 6 in Elk Grove, and No. 4 in 
Maine are anxious to form a new school dis- 
‘trict and erect a new school. The trustees 
of Wheeling and Elk Grove are agreeable, 
but the trustees of Maine refuse their con- 
sent. Supt. Bright heard both sides and 
then reserved his decision. 

Supt. Bright said the last duty of the Board 
of Education would be to grant certificates 
to the graduating class of the Cook County 
Normal School. He said he and his board 
would be only too glad to have the city 
board grant these certificates, but he had 
no idea it would do so, as the students of 
this school have not had the academic edu- 
eation required for teachers by the city 
board, and the graduation certificate would 
entitle them to teach in the city schools. 

For this reason his board, after waiting 
to the last moment for the city board, would 
issue these certificates.

COL. HOPKINS STEPS OUT. 


EX-MAYOR RESIGNS HIS PLACE ON 
THE GOVERNOR’S STAFF. 


He Writes a Letter Requesting That 
His Place as Colonel Be Declared 
Vacant, and Adjutant-General Hil- 
ton Complies at Once—Strained Re- 
lations Between the Ex-Mayor and 
Gov. Altgeld Supposed to Be the 
Basis of Mr. Hopkins’ Action. 

Springfield, Ill., May 25.—[(Special.]—The 

State of Illinois will have to worry along 

without the military services of ex-Mayor 

John P. Hopkins of Chicago, who was until 

today a Colonel on the military staff of Gov. 

Altgeld. Mr. Hopkins threw up the job some 

time ago in a short note resigning his com- 

mission, but the note was overlooked at the 

Adjutant-General’s office and the name of 

Col. Hopkins remained on the rolls. 

Adjutant-General Hilton received a letter 
from Mr. Hopkins today asking that imme- 
diate action be taken on his resignation, and 
hunting up the document the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral sharpened his blue pencil and marked 
across the face of it ‘‘ accepted.’’ Then he 
turned to his typewriter and dictated a short 
note to Mr. Hopkins informing him that his 
wish had been complied with. 

As Gov. Altgeld was out of the city today 


_ Adjutant-General Hilton declined to discuss 


the matter in his absence. In forwarding 
his resignation Col. Hopkins gave no reasons 
for his action, but it is understood here to 
be based upon the strained relations of the 
ex-Mayor and the Governor. 


RESIGNATION IS AT LAST ACCEPTED. 


Ex-Mayor Hopkins No Longer on the 
Governor’s Staff. 

Ex-Mayor John P. Hopkins will not wear 
his frogged overcoat any longer. This is 
not due alone to the fact that the weather 
has grown so mild that the top coat is a su- 
perfluity, but because Gov. John P. Altgeld 
has announced that he has accepted the 
resignation of Col. Hopkins as an aide-de- 
camp on his staff. 

Beyond thg fact that his resignation has 
been accepted ex-Col. Hopkins professed to 
have no direct information from the Gov- 
ernor. He said he sent in the resignation 
two years ago, but the only response he re- 
ceived was a suggestion from the Governor 
that action be delayed, owing to certain 
disaffection in the ranks of the Democracy. 

He paid no more attention to it until he 
was notified that his official presence was 
desired at some function, the nature of 
which he had forgotten. Then he sent a 
letter to Albert Orendorf, Adjutant-General, 
informing him that his resignation as one of 
the Governor's staff had been tendered. 
Again there was a period of silence. 

Mr. Hopkins knew that a member of the 
Governor's staff was not permitted to go 
out of the State without having first ob- 
tained leave of absence. Still he traveled 
as his personal affairs required, even mak- 
ing a trip to Europe, without having once 
asked for the alleged necessary permission 
to go outside the boundaries of Illinois, and 
he was not once brought back by reason of 
the Governor's mandate. 

A few days ago, he says, he received notice 
to attend the ceremony of the laying of the 
corner-stone of the State Normal School, at 
Charleston, and this time he wrote to Ad- 
jutant-General C. C. Hilton saying he had 
resigned, and furthermore that he would be 
unable to attend. The next thing was the 
acceptance of his resignation by the Govy- 
ernor. 

When asked if he thought his connection 
with the Democratic Honest Money commit- 
tee had anything to do with it he answered 
*“* No,” but almost immediately ‘afterward 
said it was evident the two positions were 
somewhat out of harmony, and, as he was 
firmly allied to the honest money end of it, 
it was a good thing to be out of the other. 

Mr. Hopkins then added in a reminiscent 
way: 

“A few months ago poor Gallagher, who 
was killed, went to my house and told my 
sister I had sent for my uniform. She 
thought it was all right and he took the 
whole outfit, fatigue and all. The next day 
he came to me and said my uniform was at 
the photographer's. and I must have my 
picture taken. So I went, and that after- 
noon they took me in twenty-two poses. 
After the pictures were finished we found T 
had the uniform on in the wrong way, but 
it was too late to stop them then. But that 
shows how much I was used tothe Colonel's 
uniform. I think mine would fit Capt. Far- 
rell, and I would be glad to have a chance 
to give it to him.’’

A DISASTROUS STORM. 

Four States felt the fury of the great 
storm of yesterday morning. It raged with 
the destructive fury of contending torna- 
does and has left a wake of death and wide- 
spread property loss. ‘The area covered by 
the terrific blast of the elements can only 
be estimated, for many points have been cut 
off from the outer world. It is the fourth 
recent demonstration of the overwhelming 
forces of nature that defy man’s precau- 
tions. The disasters in Texas, Kansas, 
and Nebraska were so far away that their 
significance seemed impersonal, but enough 
of the fury of this storm was felt in Chicago 
to inspire a distinct terror. This feeling was 
intensified by the fact that the first crash 
of the thunderbolts came at midnight. The 
sleeping city was roused to an abrupt reali- 
zation of helplessness, to be followed in 
some places by an equally swift dispatch to 
anawfuldeath. At the height of the storm 
in this vicinity the uproar exactly resem- 
bled the din of a great battle. It is not un- 
likely that later news from the scene of this 
widespread storm will bring the intelligence 
of many fatalities and of great destruction 
of property. 

Central lowa appears to have been the 
area of the worst disaster. At Bondurant 
and Valeria over thirty persons were killed, 
and it is reported that at North McGregor 
twelve persons were drowned br a cloud- 
burst. The windstorm in this vicinity was 
feit from Elgin to the suburbs of Chicago. 
Fortunately no lives were lost here, but the 
pretty suburbs of Edison Park, Norwood 
Park, Irving Park, and Ravenswood suf- 
fered severely, many houses being blown 
down and others badly wrenched, and twist- 
ed. The signal service station recorded a 
wind velocity of sixty-two miles per hour 
between 2 and 3 o'clock. In ten minutes of 
time the rainfall measured 1.46 inches, 
which the observer rightly enough denom- 
inates a cloudburst. The fearful wind and 
drenching downpour were accompanied by 
an electrical exhibit for an hour such as js 
rarely witnessed. The property loss in the 
city and its suburbs is heavy, but it is com- 
pensated for by the almost miraculous pres- 
ervation of life. 

The premature spring of 1896, which has 
advanced everything a month ahead of its 
time, has done the samé-unpleasant othce 
for windstorms, cloudbursts, and lightning. 
The cyclone season began its fatalities iu 
the latter part of April, and from that time 
to this 317 persons are reported to have been 
killed, the most prominent disasters being 
the following: April 26, Kansas, 12; May 
15, Texas, 126; May 17, Kentucky, 6, and 


' Kansas, 28; May 18, Nebraska, 44; May 21, 


Oklahoma, 10; and May 24, Iowa, 40. In 
the same period seventy persons have been 
killed by lightning. 

Such occasions as these bring out into 
bold relief the limitations of science and 
man’s inventive genius. The elements 
gather their forces at leisure and sweep. 
down on the earth, and not a barrier can 
be devised to ward off their fatal stroke. 
The best minds of the age, trained in the 
developments of the past, pore over nature's 
book in a vain search for signs of its chang- 
ing moods. Without .a note of warning, 
“ out of a clear sky,” the tornado rushes on 
its helpless victims. It does not appear that 
any progress is made year after year in the 
efforts to forecast these visitations, They 
find the people as unprepared now as they 
did last year, the year before, and all former

New York City, now that it has become 
“ Greater New York ” by the absorption of 
Brooklyn et al., proposes. to celebrate the 
event with an international exhibition in 
the year 1900, and thus go round the century 
corner in a blaze of glory. It is proposed 
also to eclipse Chicago’s Exposition, to have 
a finer, bigger, and more imposing fair than 
the one on the shore of the unsalted sea, now 
that she has a location over in Brooklyn for 
it. In the event that Yorklyn carries out 
her purpose Chicago will wish her better 
luck and happiness and glory than she 
wished Chicago on a similar occasion, Chi- 
cago will not feel the jealousy, resentment, 
indifference, and indulge in the slanderous 
gossip which New York eontributed so lav- 
ishly when Chicago set about the work of 
organizing and building the “ White City.” 
If she makes a bigger, finer, and better fair 
than ours Chicago will be glad to go in large 
numbers to congratulate “ Yorklyn ” on her 
grand achievement. , 

At the same time, having had some expe- 
rience in the business, Chicago feels like 
tendering some friendly advice to her At- 
lantic seaport. The New-Yorkers will have 
to do as the Chicagoans did to beat or to 
equal or to come within gunshot of the 
beauty and success of the White City. One 
hundred of their brightest and clearest- 
headed citizens must devote at least two 
years to it. They must give it their con- 
stant personal attention at the risk of their 
own business. They must give up going to 
Europe on several months’ trips every year 
and live in the United States, however irk- 
some it may seemto them. They must sac- 
rifice their luxury of idleness, take off their 
material and mental coats, put their heads 
together for hard thinking, and get the best 
talent that can be had—and Chicago may 
have to lend them some of considerable ex- 
perience—for every department of the work. 
They must think as they never have thought 
before. They must go down deeper into 
their pockets than they ever have gone be- 
fore. They must find out what it means to 
raise twenty-five millions or more dollars 
without government assistance. They must 
be prepared to encounter the humiliations 
which will be imposed upon them by the 
Federal Government if they ask fer any aid 
from Congress, and put up with its little. 
grudging appropriation, ‘They must expect 
to raise nearly all this large sum of money 
by themselves, and they ought to know 
what this means, for their best men have 
tried to raise money before. They must 
make up their minds that it will take from 
now until 1900 to launch their enterprise, if 
it is to eclipse Chicago's, and that it is not 
boys’ play or a lazy man’s job they have on 
hand. Dilettantes and foreign junketers 
and big talkers in their clubs will be of no 
use. If New York expects them to get up 
her exposition she had better abandon it at 
once or it will be a dismal failure. Lots of 
money, hard work, and great genius must 
be united and pull together. 

If New Yor} is seriously prepared to take 
this view of the situation, and to work for it 
as hard as Chicago did, every man, woman, 
and child of them, then there is no reason 
why she should not have a successful fair, 
and Chicago will congratulate them and will 
go there to witness the glories of the White 
City outdone. 
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only half the purchasing power he de- 
posited.

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THE GENERAL ELECTRIC WINS. 

The Attorney-General filed a bill to en- 
join the General Electric company from be- 
ginning operations under an ordinance the 
validity of which he attacked on the ground 
that the necessary frontage had not been se- 
cured on many streets, and that many sig- 
natures were forged and others signed with- 
out authority. Evidence was submitted on 
these points, and it was shown also that 
many of the consents were purchased. 

Yesterday Judge Dunne decided in favor 
of the company. He held that its petition 
was suflicient and its ordinance valid. 
Therefore it can begin taking possession of 


the streets and laying tracks at once, The 


case will be appealed, but that amounts to 
nothing. Before a final decision can be had 
the road will be built and will not be inter- 
fered with. For no one has known of a 
case where a street railway company was 
forced to abandon a right of way, no matter 
how illegal the original occupancy was. 

The decision of Judge Dunne amounts in 
substante to this: The bribers for whose 
benefit the boodle ordinance was passed will 
enjoy the franchise they paid for. The ma- 
jority of the property-owners will have a 
road forced on them against their wishes. 
Consequently other promoters; seeing that 
boodle ordinances are upheld under all cir- 
cumstances, will begin picking out the 
streets they want to get hold of, and will get 
a franchise by means of those methods 
which. were resorted to in the case of the 
General Electric ordinance. 

The reasons assigned by the Judge for his 
decision are not altogether satisfactory. 
One of them is that the mandamus suit, 
which ended in the Mayor being forced to 
approve the bond of the company, bars the 
Attorney-General from attacking the va- 
lidity of the ordinance. The other is that 
the interests of the South Side Street rail- 


way and of certain steam roads will be — 


affected injuriously by the ordinance and 
that they are fighting it for that reason. 
That may he the case, but the real ques- 
tion is whether the ordinance was passed 
in accordance with law—whether the neces- 
sary frontage consents had been obtained. 
To that point the Judge seems to pay much 
less attention than to the hostility of other 
corporations,

The latest publication of the American 
Academy of Political and Social Science is 
a paper by Prof. Amos 8S. Hershey of the 
Indiana State University on “ The Recog- 
nition of Cuban Belligerency.” Prof. Her- 
shey demonst rates;the undoubted right and 
propriety on the part of the United States 
Government to accord belligerent rights to 
the Cuban insurgents. 

Prof. Hershey's argument is conservative 
and unbiased by any sentimental considera- 
tions, and he does not hesitate at the outset 


way of such recognition. He confesses that 

“it is very difficult to see what immediate 
practical benefits the Cubans are to enjoy as 

a result of these rights, so far as the conduct 

of the war against Spain is concerned, inas-' 
much as they are in no position to.exercise 

them.” But, after enumerating all the 

evils—the advantage Spain would have in 

searching our vessels for contraband goods, 

the Cubans’ utter lack of ports and com- 

missioned cruisers, the. shifting of responsi- 

bility from Spain to Cuba, and the like—he 

yet holds that “ the moral support which rec- 

ognition would give the Cubans would far 

outweigh these disadvantages.” 

The writer of this pamphlet makes two 
things clear: That our recognition of Cu- 
ban belligerency would in nowise be an act 
of injury or hostility toward Spain, and that 
Cuba cannot of itself claim a right to such 
recognition. “ Recognition is an act of pure 
grace on the part of the neutral government, 
and one that can be granted or withheld at 
Those sticklers for propriety 
who cry out against the recognition of 
Cuban belligerency on the ground that it 
would be a violation of our treaties with 
Spain are as far afield as the other class 
who argue that we are bound to recognize 
the belligerents because Spain is cruel. 

Putting aside the sentimental question— 
as to whether recognition would help the 
belligerents—as settled in the affirmative, 
so far as it enters into the matter at all, the 
whole affair then hangs on just two points: 
Is there actual warfare in Cuba? and Are our 
rights and interests so far affected by that 
fact as to require a definition of our relation 


Prof. Hershey rightly answers in the affirm- 
ative. 

There is no caviling by this author over 
the point as to whether the Cuban convul- 
sion shall be dignified by the name.ofgvar or 
not. The facts that the insurgents have at 
the very least 20,000 armed men in the field 
and that they have a considerable number 
of prisoners of war are enough to silence all 
sophistry on that point.

FREE SILVERITES HATE THE TRUTH. 

Some free silverites, who are ashamed to 
give their names, are not pleased with the 
exposure in Tue Tarisune of the effects of 
free coinage on the depositors in savings and 
other banks. It angers them that Altgeld 
should be called a “ wrecker of deposits,” 
because he is endeavoring to deprive the 
depositors of the 200 millions of dollars in 
the Chicago banks of half their cash. 

These anonymous free silverites say an- 
grily that these exposures of the effects of 
their pet policy will be “ to increase the al- 
most unbearable distress of our nnemployed 
working people.” Not at all. Neither the 
employed nor the unemployed people of 
this country can be injured by telling them 
the truth, especially when that truth un- 
masks demagogues and knaves who are try- 
ing to cut the throats of the working peo- 
them. 

The deposits in Chicago banks amount 
to 200 millions. Altgeld says that every 
one of those dollars is w« 
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want the price of that metal to rise to 129 
cents an ounce. They believe free eoinage 
would make it worth that much, and hence 
they are for free coinage. But the free 
silverites, of the South and of the Western 
plains do not want the price of silver bullion 
to rise, and would not be for free coinage if 
they thought it would. 

Bhey want 50-cent dollars. They want 
cheap money with which to pay off debts 
and pay their laborers, black and white. 
If they believed free coinage would not give 
them rotten money for those purposes they 
would drop the silver agitation and unite 


with the Populists in demanding fiat paper 


)0-cent dollars. 

Gov. Stone wisely suited his speech to his 
audience.. He told the Kentuckians frank- 
ly that the free coinage of silver by this 
country at the ratio of 16 to 1 would not 
make sixteen ounces of silver worth one of 
gold. That pleased his hearers. He said to 
them also that no living man could tell what 
the bullion value of silver would be if free 
coinage were adopted. The Kentucky free 
silverites are confident that the value will 
not rise more than two or three cents an 
ounce. . 

Then Gov. Stone went on to state that of 
course free coinage meant partial repudia- 
tion. It meant that the debtor would cheat 
his creditor out of part of what he owed 
him. Then the Governor proceeded to jus- 
tify this repudiation, alleging’ that the 
debtor was badly off and needed some re- 
lief, while “Shylock ’"—meaning thereby 
the credité& who asks simply that he be 
paid back money as good as that he loaned 
-—could stand the loss. 

This outspoken advocacy of repudiation, 
which was greeted with applause, has its 
good side. It shows that the free silverites 
are dropping the mask. They are abandon- 
ing the lies and subterfuges of the past and 
are beginning to state frankly what they 
want. When they do that there will be no 
room left for deception. The honest men 
will be all on one side and the dishonest ones 
all on the other. Then there can be no 
doubt as to the result.

The fence will be built today or tomorrow, 
and then the school will be opened for the ac- 
commodation of the public school of sixty 
pupils and prisoners now taught in the prison 
proper.

Angered Because the Suburban Elec- 
tric Company Agreed to Pay $1,000 
a Mile for the Use of a Street and 
Then Leased a Right of Way Over 
the Lime of the Steam Road—The 
Board Repeals the Franchise of the 


Latter. ‘ 

War has been declared between the Town 
of Cicero and the Suburban Electric Street 
Car company, and on Saturday night the 
Trustees of the town made the first offen- 
sive move. Now they are waiting to see 
what the enemy will do next. | 

The Suburban Electric company was in- 
corporated a little over a year ago under the 
general railway iaw of the State. Its backers 
announced an intention of. building an 
electric street car line from La Grange, on 
the western border of the county, through 
Riverside and Cicero parallel with the Chi- 
cago and Burlington tracks. It was granted 
a franchise by the various towns through 
which it is to pass and has already laid two 
miles of track in La ae and Riverside— 
track, by the way, which has caused a good 
deal of complaint among the residents, be- 
cause the T rail used by steam railroads 
is used instead of the ordinary street car 
rail.

In its negotiations with the Town of Cicero 
an agreement was made whereby the road 
was to pay the town $1,000 a miie for the 
privilege ‘of laying its tracks in Twenty- 
second street. Last Tuesday, however, the 
road executed a lease with the Northern 
Pacific road whereby it is to have the use 
of the tracks of that railway on what are 
known as the Batavia and Chicago and 
Southwestern branches. This lease, which 
was filed in the United States Court and sup- 
pressed, has caused all the trouble, as the 
use of the Northern Pacific track makes 
Twenty-second street unnecessary and the 
Town of Cicero will be out several thousand 
dollars it was already regarding as as good 
as in its treasury. 

The Batavia branch of the Northern Pacific 
extends from Twelfth and West Fortieth 
streets north and west to the Harlem Ceme- 
tery, and the Chicago and Southwestern ex- 
tends from the sume point west to the Har- 
lem race track. By extending its line now 
laid in La Grange and Riverside to these 
points the electric line will have all the 
connections it now has any use for. 

News of this lease of the Northern Pacific 
lines came to the Cicero Trustees on Satur- 
day, and at their meeting that night they 
proceeded to circumvent the electric com- 
pany’s scheme and save the money they 
had been counting on. They promptly re- 
pealed the franchise of the Northeru Pacific 
for the Chicago and Southwestern branch. 
The idea was to make the lease to the electric 
company valueless. Now they are waiting 
for the next move. 3 

The Chicago and Northern Pacific rail- 
road, according to the statement of its gen- 
eral solicitor, K. K. Knapp, is not worrying 
over the action of the Cicero Common Coun- 
cil. 

‘** We have an ordinance,” said he, “* which 
was granted to the Chicago and Southwest- 
ern railroad company in 18982. That fran- 
chise was purchased by the Chicago and 
Northern Pacific road and is today its chat- 
tel. It is a contract that has never been vio- 
lated in any way, and we hold the Cicero 
Council has no right to repeal it, or in any 
way to affect it, than it has to seize or de- 
stroy any of the other chattels of the com- 
pany.’”’ 


LUCK AYERTS A CROSSING DISASTER. 


Electric Car Crashes Through the 
Closed Gates Before a Train at Six- 
teenth and Clark Streets. 


It might have been a horrifying disaster 
yesterday morning when a Wentworth ave- 
nue electric car dashed through the gatesat 
the railroad crossing at Sixteenth and Clark 
Streets, but an engineer's watchfulness and 
the motorman’s sheer luck intervened. 

Electric car No. 2,000, with a trailer, was 
north-bound at 11:10 and the gates at the 
Air line crossing were down. Instead of 
stopping and sending the conductor ahead 
the motorman allowed his train to break 
through the first gate. 

An Erie switch engine was approaching 
from the east, but fortunately the engineer 
saw the car crossing before him and re- 
versed his engine just before it reached the 
street car track, bringing his train to a 
standstill. The motorman, after his train 
crashed through the nearest gate of the 
crossing, seeing that he was on the track of 
the approaching locomotive, released the 
brake and applied the full force of the cur- 
rent, which caused the train to break 
— the northern gate, when he stopped 


In the meantime the frightened passengers 
jumped from the cars, each of which was so 
loaded that many stood on the footboards. 
Some alighted safely and others fell in the 
mud. All were frightened. But after each 
passenger had made an examination of per- 
sonal injury, all hoarded the same train and 
continued on their way down-town. 

It is the most dangerous railroad crossing 
in the city, and those who witnessed the nar- 
row escape of the street cars are at a loss 
to understand why the motorman attempted 
to cross the railroad track when the gates 
were down. As soon as the passengers were 
all seated again in the cars the train went 
on its way, the motorman and conductor re- 
fusing to give their names. 

Yesterday morning a south-bound Lincoln 
avenue cable train collided with an express 
wagon loaded with furniture at Maple and 
Clark streets. The driver, John Gibbons, 
No. 262 East Division street, was slightly 
bruised about the body.

NO MORE UNION RUNS ARE WANTED. 


Many Cyclists 
Showing This Year. 

It is not improbable that after this year 
the union run will be abandoned. A great 
many wheelmen, representing nearly every 
club in the Assgciated Cycling clubs of Chi- 
cago, are heartily in favor of abandoning 
union runs in the future, and another will 
not likely be held unless a different opinion 
exists in the minds of the cyclists before this 
time next year. Although a far greates 
number of wheelmen and wheelwomen rode 
in the parade of last Sunday than in any pre- 
vious year it was not the success it should 
have been, and had better efforts been made 
to get the men to ride not less than 1,000 
more would have certainly taken part, and 
the parade instead of being only ordinarily 
successful would without doubt have been 
the largest ever seen in the United States. 

The Associated Cycling clubs failed to 
show to the more than 300,000 people that 
witnessed the parade the real strength and 
power of their organization. No small 
amount of dissatisfaction was expressed by 
wheelmen all over the city yesterday, nearly 
every one of whom made no bones about 
saying for his part he would be’glad to see 
the run abandoned. 

When asked if he thought the union run 
should be continued Capt. Levey of the Chi- 
cago Cycling club said: 

“The union run has .outlived its useful- 
ness, and in my opinion should hereafter be 
abandoned. It was first intended that the 
run should be made every year over the Chi- 
cago road race course, and now that that 
has been discontinued there is no further 
use for holding the run and it should be 
abandoned,” 

Cc. P. Root of the Referee said that for his 
part he was in favor of not having another 
run, that there was no reason or use for its 
continuance, and he would favoriits aban- 
donment. 

C. K. Anderson of the Chicago Cycling 
club said the run should be abandoned. That 
it had been badly managed and was not what 
it was expected to be. He said the parade 
did not make a.good showing, and the men, 
instead of riding together, were all strung 
out and the different clubs were often as 
much as 200 yards apart when there should 
have been an Whterval of not more than 
fifty feet between them. 

Frank Moulton of the Lincoln and M. and 
W. clubs had this to say about the matter: 
“I heard several expressions of dissatis- 
faction, and also heard some old-time and 
sensible wheelmen say the run should be 
abandoned. It’s just as I said before, it 
would be al! right for a lot of boys, but for 
men it is ridiculous. I think there ought not 
to be another one.”’ 

Capt. Welch of the Englewood Wheelmen: 
“If the mecting of the Associated Cycling 
Clubs, which voted to have the run, had not 
been held so latej I would have voted against 
holding the run. I am not tn favor of hold- 
ing arun next year.”

Comparisons between the action of the 
wheat market this season and last are pécul- 
jarly interesting at this time, yet anything 
bub encouraging to believers in high prices.

Twe days later the high 
point on the winter wheat damage bulge was 
reached at gz%c.

MR. TESLA’S PHOSHPORESCENT LIGHT. 


Just What He Has Accomplished in 
the Way of Vacuum Tube Light- 
ing—What He Claims. 


A photograph made with light produced 
by the latest form of Nikola Tesla’s ap- 
paratus for vacuum tube lighting has Been 
reproduced recently ina number of technical 
and other papers, and in some cases has been 
accompanied by remarkable assertions re- 
garding the new light. That the Tesla sys- 
tem of vacuum tube lighting contains wdén- 
derful possibilities there is no reason to 
doubt, but it is a mistake to assert that it is 
going to revolutionize the lighting systems 
of the world suddenly, and no one is more 
anxious to prevent any such misunderstand- 
ing than Mr. Tesla. 

What he has really accomplished is won- 
derful enough. Five years ago he pointed 
out the possibility of getting light from the 
electrical effect of passing a current through 
a tube of glass from which the air had been 
exhausted. With currents of electricity in- 
terrupted by the commutator of a Ruhmkoff 
coil, such tubes were made to glow witha 
pale blue phosphorescent light, and by in- 
troducing certain gases into the tube the 
color of the light was found to vary. The 
electricity from an ordinary alternating cur- 
rent dynamo passed through oneof the tubes 
would also make it glow. These currents 
are usually interrupted about 100 times a 
‘second. 

Experiment developed the fact that light 
from these tubes from such a source and of 
such low frequency of interruption in the 
current was enormously more expensive 
than that produced in the incandescent 
lamp. For equal amounts of light the 
vacuum tube glow cost ten times as much. 
This was discouraging enough, but there was 
also another hard problem to solve. There 
was at that time no known way in which this 
new light could be made intense. Big tubes, 
or a lot of them, would give volume of light, 
but only with the same pale character. 

Since that time Mr. Tesla has kept ca@- 
stantly at the problem of developing his 
theory and improving his apparatus for 
proving it with the light itself. He found 
that with an increase in.the frequency of 
electrical vibrations the intensity of the light 
incréased andits cost diminished. His needs 
soon, however, took him beyond the possi- 
bilities in the way of producing vibrations of 
the current by mechanical means, and his 
next step was to invent a purely electrical 
oscillator. His advance of late has been 
great, he says, but it is all along the line of 
making this device simpler and more eco- 
nomical in its parts and operation. No ma- 
ne change has been made in the lighting 
tubes.) 

With his electrical oscillator Mr. Tesla has 
succeeded in producing as many interrup- 
tions in the current as 100,000,000 a second. 
Under such. an electrical influence tubes, ex- 
posed only by induction and not in any me- 
chanical way connected with the source of 
electrical energy, burst into brilliant light. 
The picture to which reference was made 
was photographed with the light of a tube 
thus excited, but under an influence of onTy 
6,000,000 vibrations a second. The tube, 
mounted like an ordinary electrical starid 
lamp, but frée from wires or other visible or 

gible connections, was placed under the 
influence of the oscillator. Mr. Tesla sat be- 
tween the light and its source, and the 
picture shows him with the great spider- 


.web-like oscillator for a background. 


In a few weeks more, Mr. Tesla says, he 
hopes.that he will have reached such a point 
. warrant him in laying the 
results of his work in this matter before 
the scientific world.

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INTEREST RATES ARELOW 


TURNING CHARGES ON STOCKS Low- 
ER THAN ANTICIPATED. 


Diamond Match Turned for Three 
Points and Less—Holders Will Prac- 


tically Pay No Interest—Strength in 


Both the Moore Stocks—Profits on 
an Original Investment of $10,000 
in Match Stock—Counting Traffic at 
Each Alley “L” Station. 

Trading in the second account began yes- 
terday on the Chicago Stock Exchange, and 
in the turning of stocks from the May to the 
June account interest rates, which were not 


excessive, developed. All stocks were fairly 


strong, Diamond Match and New’York Bis- 
cuit holding up particularly well, considering 
the fact that some of the brokers have been 
waiting for the time for turning stocks to 


inaugurate another downward movement. 


There was considerable stock turned yester- 
day, and there was plenty of money for turn- 
ing more. In all there were 6,850 shares of 
Diamond Match turned from the May to the 
June account, and also 650 shares of New 
York Biscuit. These two securities were-the 
only ones which were dealt in at all actively, 
and the turning in other stocks was limited 
to 250 shares of Lake Street and fifty shares 
of West Chicago. 

The turning rate on Diamond Match was 
from 24% to 3% points, with 3 points as the 
average for the day. It is said by those in- 
terested that these rates will be reduced 
to a point where all stocks can be turned 
at 2% points. New York Biscuit stock was 
turned to 1 point, making as the interest 
rate about 15 per cent on Match and 12 per 
cent on Biscuit. The holder of Diamond 
Match stock who had it, or will have it; 
turned into the June account will do so at 
practically no expense to himself. A 2% per 
cent quarterly dividend has been declared 
on. Diamond Match stock, payable June 6, 
and this will nearly or quite pay for the turn- 
ing. The only expense to the holder of stock 
will be practically the brokers’ commissions, 
which for the two transactions amount to 
\% point. This would make the cost of turning 
100 shares only $50, and at 3 points difference 
between the first and second account the 
cost to the holder of stock would only be 
$100 for turning 100 shares, or a little less 
than 5 per cent. This is low interest com- 
pared with 25 per cent for turning charges 
of a month ago. 


Match and Biscuit Are Strong. 


The stock of the Diamond Match company 
was strong yesterday, opening at 220 regular 
and first account and 225 second account. 
Before any sales of first account were made, 
however, quotations on second account had 
Zone down tv 224, showing a difference in the 
first sales of four points between first and 
second account. Stock in the first account 
acvanced on the second sales to 221%, and 
held above 220 during the remainder of the 
day’s trading. The highest quotation on first 
account and regular stock was 223, with the 
close of regular at that figure and of first ac- 
count at 222%. Stock in the second account 
held up to 225% and closed at 225%. New 
York Biscuit opened at 96 first account and 
97% second account. During the day there 
was a difference of practically one point in 
the quotations of first and second stock, 
though at the close this had gone down to 
% of 1 point, the close being 96 first ac- 
count and 96% second account. There were 
sales of 12,279 shares of Diamond Match 
and of 2,320 shares of New York Biscuit dur- 
ing the day’s trading. 

H. C. Kranz, Secretary of the Diamond 
Match company, has prepared some figures 
showing the returns received by a holder of 
100 shares of Diamond Match stock since 
the organization of the company in1881. At 
that time shares were sold at par, and the 
purchaser of 100 shares would have been 
called upon to make an investment of $10,- 
(00. From 1881 to 1883 there was paid in 
dividends $6,200 in cash and twenty-eight 
shares of stock. From 1884 to 1SS8S8 inclu- 
sive there was paid 54 per cent in dividends, 
or a little more than 10 per cent a year on 
the 12S shares, amounting to $6,912. In 1889 
a stock dividend of 100 per cent was declared, 
which brought the total holdings of stock to 
the purchaser of 100 shares up to 256 shares, 
on which he received $2,500 in the way of 
dividends that year. From 1890 to 1892 the 
ccmpany paid 10 per cent a year, or 30 per 
cent in cash, on 256 shares and gave the right 
to subscribe for new stock, the rights being 
estimated as worth $9.50 a share, This gave 
a return for the three years amounting to

Prices Tumble in Genuine Blue Mon- 
day Style. 

NEW YORK, May 25.—There was no reflection 
in today’s stock market of the cheerful sentiment 
that had characterized the closing speculation 
last week. Business was on a moderate scale and 
the tone of the market was depressed, vigorous 
efforts again being made by the board room pro- 
fessionals, particularly in some of the specialties.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


TRYING TO KEEP CHICAGO OUT OF 
THE SOUTHWEST TERRITORY. 


Missouri Pacific and the ’Frisco Roads 
Ask Concessions That: Will Favor 
St. Louis and Deprive This City of 
the Business It Still Controls in 
Kansas and Adjacent Territory— 
Local Traffic Officials Will Resist 
the Demand to the Utmost, 

Concessions are demanded in favor of St. 
Louis by the Missouri Pacific and St. Louis 
and San Francisco railroads which, if grant- 
ed by the Chicago-Missouri River roads, will 
deprive Chicago of the small portion of busi- 
ness from Kansas and Southwestern Mis- 
sourl River points that it still controls. 

These two St. Louis roads ask a reduction in 

the rate on grain and other freight from all 

points in Kansas to St. Louis, without a 

Similar reduction to Chicago. It is the most 

barefaced attempt yet made by the St. Louis 

roads to prevent Chicago roads from com- 
peting for the business from the Southwest. 
Traffic officials of the Chicago-Missouri 

River roads were dumfounded when the St. 

Louis roads made their demand for lower 

rates to St. Louis at the Denver meeting last 

week. They had been under the impression 
the Missouri Pacific was more than satisfied 
with the concessions granted it by knocking 
out the award of relative rates as between 
Galveston and New Orleans and giving the 
latter city proportionately a much lower 
rate than Galveston. Great, therefore, wag 
their surprise when the Missouri Pacific 
came forward with a demand that 8t. Louis 
be favored as New Orleans had been in the 
matter of rates from Western and South- 
western points. The Western roads suc- 
ceeded in staving off any action in the matter 
until after June 5, on which date the case of 
the Wichita shippers and Kansas Railroad 

Commission, alleging discrimination by the 

railroads making proportionately lower rates 

to New Orleans than to Galveston comes up 
for hearing before the Inter-State Commerce 

Commission. It is hoped by the Western 

roads that the Inter-State Commerce Com- 

mission will come to their rescue and knock 
out the Missouri Pacific by. deciding against 
the action -forced upon them by the Gould 
line in the matter of rates to New Orleans 
from Western and Southwestern points. 
In any event the Chicago-Western roads 
will under no circumstas.ces allow the de- 
mand of the Missouri Pacific and Frisco 
roads in the matter of reduction in rates
